REPORT OF THE CHIEF FINANdAL OFFIGER 

1. INTRODUOTION 

To the best of my knovvledge and based on the finaneial reeords of the Lekvva Teemane Loeal 
Munieipality, the annual finaneial statements fairly presents the state affairs of the munieipality, 
its performanee against budget, its management revenue, expenditure, assets and liablilities, its 
business aetivities, its finaneial results for the year ended 30 June 2009 and its finaneial position 
as at the end of the finaneial year ended on 30 June 2009. Amounts diselosed are in aeeordanee 
vvith the finaneial reeords and the annual finaneial statements of the Munieipality. Information 
provided does not eontradiet information diselosed in the annual finaneial statements. 

2 . OPERATING RESULTS 

Details of operating results by elassifieation, objeet of expenditure and department are set out 
in Appendiees D & E. Pertinent statisties are refleeted in Appendix F. The operating results for 
the year ended 30 June 2009 diselose a defieit of R45.8 million. 

The overal results are shovvn in Seetion 9 of the Report. 

3. OAPITAL EKPENDITURE 

Gapital expenditure in the eurrent year amounted to R7, 405, 576 vvhilst it vvas Rl, 940, 482. 00 in the 
previous year. Gurrent additions mainly relates to infrastrueture related assets and leased assets, vvhieh 
vvere R4, 079, 927 and Rl, 957, 409 respeetively. These assets are eapitalised in the books of the 
munieipality. 

4 . EKTERNAL LOANS 

External loans taken from the Development Bank of South Afriea and ABSA are not yet 
fully redeemed. The total loan balanee atyear end amounted to R20,637,649 and an 
amount of Rll,360,900 vvill be repaid in the next finaneial year. Some of the amounts vvill 
be fully redeemed by 2015.

5. INVESTMENTS 

On 30 June 2009 investments amounted to R1 229 982. All of these were money 
market investments with loeal finaneial institutions during the year. 

During the year R2 million was withdrawn from the investments aeeount. 

Average rate of return for the year was 8.9% (2008: 6.7%). 

6. CASH 

At 30 June 2009, eash at bank amounted to (R299 934) eompared to prior year amount 
of (R14 549 406) 

7. FUNDS AND RESERVES 

At 30 June 2009, the balanee in the trust fund aeeount was Rl, 613, 547. An amount of 
R8 374 000 was reeeived in the 2008/2009 finaneial year. An amount of R8 260 453 
was utilised in various approved eapital and operational projeets whilst R194 589 was 
written off during the year. Glosing balanee represents retentions and other projeets that 
are in progress. 

8. PROVISIONS 

Provisions of R3, 524, 866 were made for in the R2008/2009 finaneial year.

AeeOUNTING POLIdES 

1. Basis of presentation 

1.1 These finaneial statements have been prepared so as to eonform to the standard laid down 
the Institute of Munieipal Treasurers and Aeeountants in its Code of Aeeounting Praetiee (1997) 
and the Report on Published Annual Finaneial Statements (Seeond Edition - January 1996) 

1.2 The finaneial statements are prepared on the historieal eost basis, adjusted for eapital 
expenditure as more fully detailed in note 2. The aeeounting polieies are eonsistent with those 
applied in the previous year, except where otherwise indieated 

1.3 The finaneial statements are prepared on the aeerual basis as stated below: 

(a) ineome is aeerued when measurable and available to finanee operations. Gertain 
direet ineome is aeerued when reeeived, sueh as traffie fines and eertain lieenees 

(b) Expenditure is aeerued in the year it is ineurred. 

2. eonsolidation 

The finaneial statements inelude rate and general serviees, trading serviees and the different funds and 

reserves. Interdepartmental eharges are treated as ineome and expenditure in the following 

departments: Refuse Removal, Sewerage, Eleetrieity, Irrigation and VVater. 

3. Fixed assets 

3.1 Fixed assets are stated at historieal eost and assets which have been aeguired by donations, at 
valuation, based on the market priee ruling as at the date of the donation being made. 

3.2 Depreeiation 

The balanee shown against the heading "Loans Redeemed" in the notes to the balanee sheet is 
tantamount to a provision for depreeiation, however, eertain struetural differenees do exist. By 
way of this "Provision" assets are written down over their estimated useful life. Apart from 
advanees from the various eouneil funds, assets may also be aeguired through: 

(a) Appropriation from ineome, where the full eost of the asset forms an immediate and 
direet eharge against the operating ineome , and therefore it is unneeessary to make an> 
further provision for depreeiation. 

(b) Grant or donation, where the amount representing the value of sueh grant or donation is 
immediately eredited to the "Loans Redeemed and Other Gapital Reeeipts" aeeount 

3.3 Finaneing 

Fixed assets are finaneed from different sourees, ineluding external loans, operating ineome 
endowments and internal advanees. These loans and advanees are repaid within the estimatee 
lives of the assets aeguired from sueh loans or advanees. Interest is eharged to the serviees 
eoneerned at the ruling interest rate applieable at the time that the advanee is made

4. Inventory 

Inventory is valued at the lower of eost, determined on FIFO basis, and net realisable value. 

5. Funds and reserves 

5.1. eapital Development Fund 

The Oapital Development Fund reguires a minimum eontribution of the defined ineome of a 
loeal munieipality for the immediately preeeding finaneial year as deseribed by Ordinanee 9 
of 1978. The net operating surpluses after prior year adjustments are transferred to the 
Oapital Development Fund. 

5.2. Trustfunds 

Trust funds represent earmarked funds and inelude ineome and expenditure per fund as and 
when they oeeur. Trust funds must at all times be baeked up by eash on hand and 
investments. Interest (if any) is annually ealeulated on proportional basis. 

5.3. Land Trust Fund 

The Land Trust Fund reeeived eontributions for the sale of Erven and interest on advanees 
from the fund. 

6. Retirement Benefits 

The Lekwa-Teemane Munieipality Employees eontribute to the followingfunds: Joint 
Munieipal Funds, Retirement Fund, SALA, S.N.P.F, IMATU Retirement Fund and the 
Munieipal Gratuity Fund. Oouneillors eontribute to the Gouneillors Retirement Fund, which 
provides retirement benefits to sueh employees and eouneillors. 

The retirement benefit plans are subjeet to the Pensions Funds Aet, 1956. Gurrent 
eontributions are eharged against operating ineome on the basis of eurrent serviee eosts. 

Full aetual valuations are performed at least every three years.

7. Surpluses and defieits 

Any surpluses or defieits arising from the operation of eleetrieity or vvater serviees are 
transferred to rate and general servlees. 

The net operating surpluses after prlor year adjustments are dlselosed as retained 
ineome on the faee of the balanee sheet. 

8. ineome 

ineome eomprlses of the follovving, excluding VAT: 

8.1 VVater and Eleetrieity 

Meters on all properties are read and billed monthly using the approved tarriffs. 

8.2 Assessment Rates 

Assessment Rates are levied on the land values based on the latest valuation roll. 

8.3 Grants, Donations and Subsidies 

Grants, donations and subsidies are reeorded as and vvhen it is reeeived. 

9. Investments 

Investments eomprise surplus funds that are invested at approved finaneial instituitions 
at market related interest rates (Money Market Investments) and shares issued by 
pension funds. Money market investments may inelude funds earmarked for speeifie 
projeets and operational surpluses. 

The investments are shovvn at market value and are invested per Gireular No. 26 of 1991 
issued by the Provineial Administrator. 

10. Leased assets 

Fixed assets held under finanee lease are eapitalised. Sueh assets are effeetively 
amortised over the term of the lease agreement. 

Lease finanee eharges are alloeated to aeeounting periods over the duration of the 
leases, by the effeetive interest rate method, vvhieh refleets the extent and eost of lease 
finanee utilised in eaeh aeeounting period. 

All other leases are treated as operating leases and the relevant rentals are eharged to 
the operating aeeount in a systematie manner related to the period of use of the assets 
eoneerned. 

11. Administration Gharges 

Administration expenses are reeharged to the various serviees on the basis of estimated 
time spent and eost of faeilities used. 

12. Provisions 

Provision is made for all knovvn liabilities or expected losses vvhieh exist at the balanee 
sheet date and vvhieh eannot be determined vvith aeeuraey.Provisions are eharged to the 
respeetive servieestaking into aeeount past expenditure and future probable expenditure.

22. GOING eONGERN 

The muniepality's liabilities exceed assets by R13,808,699, its loss for the period inereased from 
R2, 989, 543 in the prior period to R45,791,411 in the eurrent year, provision for bad debts inereased to 
R61,959,937 as at the end of the eurrent year, its debtors eolleetion period averaged 690 days and the 
munieipality has been experiencing eash flow ehallenges. This lead to a number of signifieant negative effeets 
like ineurring interest on all overdue aeeounts and non-payments or late payment of obligations when they fell 
due. 

The foregoing situation poses a greater doubt on the munieipality's ability to realise its assets and diseharge 
its liabilities in the normal eourse of bussiness. 

The munieipality, inter alia, is revising its eosting systems and has eome up with an enhaneed revenue 
measures in plaee. This is so beeause the main eause of the ehallenges are old debt and eosting strueture. 
Further, the munieipality is working with the involvement of the North West Department of Finanee in erafting 
a reeovery plan and/or turn around strategy. This should be in implemented during the ensuing finaneial year.

Interest on Arrears 

The munieipality has not been servieing its debt with Development Bank of South Afriea (DBSA). As a 
result of this, DBSA has been eharging interest on arreas (at the prevailing interest rates). The amount in 
arrears (both eapital and interest) has been diselosed as Gurrent Liabilities (See Note 3). 

Negotiations are in progress with the lender to restrueture the loan and other key loan terms. The 
negotiaitions should be eompleted duhng the ensuing finaneial year (2009/2010). 

Interest on Late Payments 

This relates to interest eharged on late payments of VAT to SARS and other ereditors. Measures have been 
put in plaee to avoid these eharges in future. 

Penalty - Early termination of Investment 

The munieipality invested money with one of the finaneial institutions and terminated the investment before 
matuhty. As a result of the early termination, the munieipality was eharged Rl,500 (2008: R - ). 

All the foregoing were mainly eaused by the cashflow ehallenges that the munieipality if eurrently faeing (see 
Note 23 above). These amounts were approved for write-off by Gouneil (Gouneil Resolution Number 2009/189). 
The amounts have been ineluded in general expenses.

This is as a result of the faet that the former menotr was involved in an aeeident in a munieipal vehiele 
on his was from a sports trip. 

The former foreign mentor is suing the munieipality for injuries and disabilities allegedly eaused by the 
aeeident to the value of R4 million. The ease is still pending in the loeal eourts. The munieipality is 
disputing the an obligation with regards to the said elaim. At the moment, the attorney eannot determine 
the outeome with aeeuraey. 

(b) An applieation was lodged with the Northern Gauteng High Court by Bloemhof Taxpayers Assoeiation 
to prevent the munieipality to eut the eleetrieity supply of the members of the Taxpayers' Assoeiation 
who are paying money in lieu of serviees into the aeeount of Maree & Bernard Atorneys. 

The ease is still pending before the eourt. In the opinion of the munieipal attorney, the munieipality 
should be sueeessful in the matter and there are no signifieant eosts likely to emanate from the eourt 
proeess, apart from ordinary legal eosts. 

Operational Contractual Committements 

The eontraetual eommittements relates to the following: 

(a) A eontraet entered into with the valuator of the munieipal properties. The projeet is jointly funded by 
the munieipality and Development Bank South Afriea (DBSA) on 60:40 basis, respeetively. The 
agreement, however, is between the serviee provider and the munieiplaity and is for the full value. 

The projeet is eurrently underway and will be eompleted during the 2010 finaneial year. 

(b) A eontraet entered into with a registered debt eolleetor. The munieipality's eontraetual obligation will 
only relate to the amount eolleeted by the debt eolleetor. This is as a result of the faet that, in terms of 
the agreement, the debt eolleetor will be paid eommission on amounts eolleeted on an agreed seale. Due 
to the nature of the eontraet, we eannot determine the munieiplaity's exposure to this eontraet. 

The eontraet was effeetive in April 2009 and is valid for three years. 

(e) A eontraet entered into with a serviee provider for the review of the asset register. This is being funded 
(in full) by dplg through the Munieipal Systems infrastrueture Grant (MSIG).
